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Police 
warning 
to riders 
in woods 


POLICE are carying out patrols 
in a woodland beautyspot after 
complaints by visitors and local 
residents. Officers from the 
Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods team have been 
patrolling Oxleas Woods after 
reports that youths have been 
riding motorbikes illegally. 
Greenwich police have received 
numerous complaints about 
youth driving carelessly since 
the start of the summer. 

During the patrols over recent 
weeks, officers have warned 
several youths about their 
behaviour and the nuisance they 
are causing to those who attend 
the woods for a day out. 

Some were driving without 
helmet, licence or insurance. 
Sergeant Barry Edge, from the 
Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhood team told GT: 
“There are some serious 
concerns regarding the use of 
motorbikes. Clearly, some 
youths do not realise that it is 
illegal to drive through the 
woods. Families enjoy the woods 
and this is not the place where 
teenagers should be riding their 
motorbikes.” 

He added: “I urge all parents of 
teenagers in possession of a 
motorbike to ensure that they 
are insured and riders are in 
possession of a licence. We have 
plans to confiscate and destroy 
all uninsured bikes driven 
illegally through the woods.”

Day to 
remember 
for residents 
back in work

THE first batch among 250 
local unemployed people 
recruited by Greenwich 
Council have been welcomed 
back to work by deputy 
council leader Peter Brooks. 

Cllr Brooks met them as 
they completed their week- 
long induction at the 
Greenwich Work and Learn 
Centre next to North 
Greenwich station. 

It was the first tangible 
result of the council’s 
campaign to help jobless 
people across the borough 
during the credit crunch. 

Hundreds of residents 
applied for the 250 “Green 
jobs”, forming great queues 
outside the Woolwich Public 
Hall last month and then at 
The Valley and Eltham 
Green. 

The new recruits came from 

As well as 
giving work

all over the borough, from 
Greenwich to Blackheath and 
over to Woolwich and 
Plumstead, including 

targeted estates like 
Woolwich Common, The 
Oaks and Glyndon. 

Cllr Brooks, who is also the 
council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration and human 
resources, told GT: “It was 
great to meet the first team of 
recruits who are clearly very 
enthusiastic about having 
the chance to make a 
difference to their local 
environment - and be back in 
work. 

“This scheme really is a 


‘win-win’ for everyone. As 
well as giving much-needed 
work to 250 unemployed local 
people during a difficult 
recession, it’s also adding 
extra resources in the 
council’s battle against fly- 
tipping, litter and other 
environmental problems that 
local people quite rightly see 
as a concern.” 

The staff will work for up to 12 
months, taking on roles that 
include environment workers 


with the council’s Cleansweep 
service, supervisor posts and 
neighbourhood wardens. 

They will work in teams, with 
some focusing on town centres, 
others on housing estates and 
further teams tackling litter in 
residential streets. 

The new staff were 
recruited at a series of Open 
Days hosted by the Council 
and Greenwich Local Labour 
and Business (GLLaB) - the 
agency set up by Greenwich 


Council and other agencies to 
support local people into 
work and training. 

In all, 1,215 people attended 
the three open days, and all 
those eligible - 1,031 in total - 
were given job interviews on 
the spot. 

The posts are being funded 
through the government’s 
Working Neighbourhoods 
Fund.

(Association of Accounting 
Technicians) course at Greenwich

“It’s brilliant to work for the 
local council.

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New cafe for park approved 


A POPULAR park has 
received a second major 
cash injection for 
improvements in little 
under a year.

WITH the Labor Day Bank 
Holiday and the ‘unofficial’ 
days of Summer behind us, 
here in Greenwich, USA, 
everyone is back to work 
and back to school - all 
ready for a burst of 
productivity which goes on 
here between mid September 
and the Thanksgiving 
holidays in November. 

With people away on 
vacation and schools 
temporarily closed, there 
has been a suppression of 
the Swine Flu Virus, which 
we have been warned by our 
local health advisor, could 
return with a vengeance as 
everyone ‘returns’ and the 
seasons change. Not only 
are we worried about Swine 
Flu, but we have the added 
concern of the ongoing 
problems with Lyme disease 
and the West Nile Virus! In 
North Connecticut there is a 
town call Lyme, where the 
Lyme disease was first 
identified in 1975. There 
seems to be no known cure 
for Lyme disease and even 
the doctors are rather fuzzy 
about how severe it can be. 
Lyme disease is transferred 
to humans and pets from 
deer ticks, which like to live 
in the long grass or in piles 
of leaves. Here in 
Greenwich we have a

number of deers in the 
neighbourhood - one of 
which likes to eat the tops of 
flowers in our front garden, 
so danger is rather close to 
home! Not all ticks carry the 
bacteria that causes Lyme 
disease and the local town 
hall has a tick checking 
facility where you can take 
your captured tick along to 
be tested for the virus. 
Symptoms of Lyme disease 
include a ‘bulls-eye’ rash 
within 7-14 days in addition 
to muscle aches, joint pain, 


fatigue and fever. If left 
untreated, intermittent 
episodes of increased joint 
pain and arthritis can 
develop with late disease 
stage incurring neurological 
symptoms such as memory 
loss or ‘brain fog.’ Fear not - 
the deers in Greenwich Park 
SE10 don’t carry this 
disease! 

The West Nile virus is 
transmitted via mosquito 
bite to both humans and 
animals. The mosquitos 
thrive in stagnant water in 


warm conditions. Here, the 
town hall is active in 
educating residents to keep 
all water catch basins 
drained, cut grass short, 
avoid activities outdoors 
during dusk and dawn and 
use bug nets. The bite from 
an infected mosquito can 
affect the central nervous 
system with more common 
symptoms being slight fever, 
headache, rash, nausea and 
eye pain. Greenwich has 
beautiful lush green 
landscapes, fields and 
parklands - but as an urban 
Brit, I’m terrified of any of 
us catching such diseases so 
we don’t venture out as 
much as we would like. We 
take our dog Archie to the 
more manicured parks that 
get mowed regularly, stay 
away from the hiking 
outbound trails and take 
advantage of the grassless 
beaches too. Poor little 
Austin, who is now three 
months old, has a mosquito 
net attached to his car-seat 
and stroller! Wherever we 
live, it’s about having 
respect for nature and being 
aware of the dangers as well 
as the beauty it has to offer 
- and taking responsibility 
to educate ourselves and 
learn what to do if and 
when we are affected.

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Double success 
for police team 

Drugs and weapons found 


POLICE have recovered drugs and 
homemade weapons after searching 
a Woolwich estate. 

Cannabis, cocaine, heroin and knives 
were among the haul retrieved from the 
Barnfield Estate early on Friday, 
September 4. 

The search by Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods team, patrol officers 
and Intelligence officers followed reports 
that foyers and locked utility cupboards 
on the estate had been filled with drugs 
and weapons. Sergeant Dan Rouse from 
Greenwich Borough Intelligence Unit 
said: “We conducted a thorough search of 
the estate and recovered several items. 

“We have certainly disrupted the plans 
of those who were thinking of selling on 
drugs and weapons. We would like to 
reassure anyone who lives within the 
estate or around the area that the police 
and council are working closely to make 
the area safer.” 

Six men were arrested by members of 
the Shooters Hill Safer Neighbourhoods 
team following an intelligence-led 
operation to tackle burglaries in the area. 

During Operation Lawrencekirk, 
which started last month, two men were 
arrested for going equipped; they were 
carrying a bag of over 40 tools which all 
appeared to have been modified in order 


to break into cars and homes. 

A third man was arrested for driving a 
stolen pushbike and was also in breach of 
his curfew whilst another man was 
caught acting suspiciously and arrested 
after a short car chase. 

Two further individuals were 
arrested for driving a suspected stolen 
vehicle, possession of offensive 
weapons and driving without a licence 
or insurance. 

Police Sergeant Barry Edge from 
Shooters Hill Safer Neighbourhoods 
team, was in charge of the operation. 

He said: “I am pleased with the initial 
results of this ongoing operation as I 
believe that we disrupted criminals in 
action. “We have recently noticed an 
increase in burglary in the area and we 
have responded not only to intelligence, 
but have also listened to the concern 
expressed by our community and acted 
upon it.” 

He added: “We would like to ask 
residents to help us to keep crime down 
and ensure that their front and back 
doors are locked correctly, particularly 
those who have UPVC doors. House and 
car keys should be kept in a safe place, 
easy to reach in case of emergency, but 
possibly not close to front doors or 
windows.”

Please write to us at GT Communications, Woolwich Town Hall, We 
PAT GREENWOOD attended a special Wartime Evacuees’ Day, held at the Fire; 







AS it a welcome 
adventure and an 
escape from the grime 
and poverty of 
London? Or was it a 
frightening and heartbreaking 
wrench from your parents and all 
your friends? 

Scores of over-70s spent the first 
Saturday of this month laughing, 
crying, and sharing their 
experiences and their 
memorabilia. 

Sisters-in-law Vera Mullender, 
originally Crabb, and Pamela 
Diplock, formerly Colmer, who 
now live in the same road in 
Shooters Hill, each had bitter- 
sweet experiences. 

Vera, who later worked at the 
Co-op on Plumstead Common, 
told GT: “I enjoy telling people I 
was born at 10 DOWN Street - not 
the other one! - just outside these 
Arsenal gates. 

“I must have been aged about 
nine when I was first evacuated 
to Paddock Wood in Kent. We 
could have walked there! 

“We were living in Voce Road, 
Plumstead. It was 1939 and the 
bombs hadn’t quite started. 

“I went with my step-brother - 
who is now Pamela’s husband - a 
sister and a couple of neighbours. 
We were only there about three 
weeks. 

“The second time, it was 
Bridgewater in Somerset. 

“We were there a couple of 
months that time and I remember 
the people were very elderly. 

“I also remember the river 
running through the town and a 
great big statue of William Blake. 
Every time I hear one of his 
poems, I think of those days. 

“Then, in 1944, when the ‘doodle- 
bugs’ started, my mate, Jean 
Wright’s mum, took me up to 
Blackpool with them. I’ve been 
friends with Jean for 67 years, 
she’s on holiday in Australia at 
the moment, and I can remember 
all the big hotels turned into 
hospitals for the wounded people 
in Blackpool and me being chosen 
as a child from London to pick the 
winning raffle ticket at one of the 
fund-raising do’s for them.” 

Pamela, who later worked in the 
Electricity Board in Powis Street, 


started her life at 51 Tuam Road, 
Plumstead. 

She said: “I was bom in April, 1940, at 
the British Hospital for Mothers and 
Babies in Woolwich. Dad worked in 
the Arsenal as a 
fitter/tumer/engineer. 

“One night he changed shifts 
with someone. The machine shop 
was bombed. He could have been 
in there. They moved him and his 
colleagues to near Worcester, and 
mum and I went to Torquay. 

“But I heard later that where we 
were staying wasn’t very nice. 
There were mice running around 
my face in the cot. 

“So my mum and some others 
got moved to Worcester, and we 
ended up living as a family again 
in a 10-acre fruit farm owned by 
Mr and Mrs Cook. 

“We came back to London in 
1945.” 

R etired MOD civil servant 
Brian Hookins, who was 
awarded the MBE for 
services to the Royal Navy 
in 2006, remembers being 
evacuated out of West Ham, also 
to Worcester, in 1940 at the age of 
five. 

Brian, now living in Lee, told 
GT: “I can’t remember much 
about it, except that I got 
separated from my older brother. 
It was a big house with loads of 
kids and it wasn’t very nice. A 
load of us in one bed! 

“My dad came for us both. 
“Then, at the beginning of 1941, 
we were in our Anderson shelter 
when we saw the massive orange 
balls of fire coming out of the 
Tate and Lyle factory. It was the 
sugar burning. Later, our whole 
road went. 

“My mum, my gran and other 
neighbours and their kids were 
all evacuated to a village near 
Leicester, and we got a two-up- 
two-down council house there.” 

Later, Brian’s dad managed to 
get his family a requisitioned 
house at 66 Coldbath Street on 
the Greenwich/Lewisham 

borders. Brian went to 
Blackheath Road junior school 
nearby, and did a lot of his 
lessons in the school basement 
during the bombing. Later, they 
moved to Charlton.

Classical music lovers Bach-ing up the right tree on 
an evening of Paganini, pizza and Pinot Grigio

IF you thought 
k II a Paganini was a 
1 < toasted sandwich 
it’s time to eat 
your words. If you 
thought Bach was what dogs 
chew off trees, you need a 
classical education. Handel 
will not open the doors of your 
medicine cabinet - he’ll open 
your mind. 

This weekend, a pair of top 
classical musicians are 
gracing the borough with their 
serene interpretations of the 
masters’ works.

Behind the scenes 


There’s always 
something to 
make you aim 
even higher 

THIS week I was invited to an 
event which served to remind 



| me that, no matter how much 
work we present at the 
theatre, no matter how many youth 
projects we put together or how many 
writers or theatre companies we 
support, we should never lose sight of 
our place in the wider arts sector. 
However high we reach, there is always 
so much which can still excite and 
inspire us to aim ever higher - often 
right on our doorstep. 

At Greenwich Dance Agency, director 
Brendan Keaney and choreographer 
Rosemary Lee came together to offer a 
sneak preview of some of the work 
planned for 2009 and beyond. Key 
among the announcements was the Big 
Dance in 2010 and 2012, a biennial pan- 
London celebration of dance with nine 
days of dance events in unusual places 
throughout the city. 

“The aim of the Big Dance” Brendan told 
us, “is one of the keynote projects in the 
run-up to the Olympic & Paralympic 
Games in 2012, and aims to demonstrate 
the power of dance to engage all people 
of all ages, cultural backgrounds and 
abilities. gDA is delighted to have been 
chosen as one of the five hubs which will 
co-ordinate activity across the capital, 
with our focus being on Greenwich, 
Lewisham, Bexley and Bromley." 
However, not content to wait for the Big 
Dance next year, gDA has commissioned 
Common Dance, a new large-scale work 
from leading British choreographer 
Rosemary Lee - set to be a highlight of 
this year’s Dance Umbrella festival. For 
the work, Lee will transform the 
Borough Hall into “common ground" 
inhabited by a company of 52 
performers (44 of whom are members 
of the public from Greenwich and across 
London) aged from 8 to 82. Invited to 
sneak in at the back of a rehearsal, it 
was captivating to watch the community 
dancers working with the professionals, 
and it didn’t take long before it became 
hard to distinguish between the two. 
Brendan emphasised that the public 
perception of dance has developed 
significantly over recent years. “For 
those of us who have been working in 
the sector for some time" he said, 

“there is now a real sense that it is not 
just those of us in the dance world who 
understand the value of dance. This is 
not just an exciting moment for gDA, it is 
a great moment for dance." On the 
evidence of the ambition and scale of the 
Big Dance, and the inspirational sneak 
preview we were granted, there’s no 
doubt he is right.

Lush reggae production fills 
out the sparse live 
instrumentation before the 
chorus hits home: ‘Don’t you 
realise your mistake? There’s 
too much give and not enough 
take! The thought of leaving’s a 
real headache, Should I stay or 
should I get away?’ 


It’s an evocative portrait of 
the seedier side of London, 
and a great antidote to 
American glorification of life 
on the lam. 

“UK rappers are often 
inspired by American 
artists,” B2B added, “but I 
wanted to give them 
something that sounded 
completely British.” 

Harder sounding flip of the 
double sided single, U Don’t 
Know, tells of ‘Bent cops, bent 
villains doing deals’, political 
corruption and greed. 

And like 2LAD, U Don’t Know 
deals with the perils of street 
life: 

‘Too many fake Dons on the 
street, and they can’t take the 
heat, get the youth on his 
feet/Don wants a dollar but he 
can’t do the time, get the youth 
into crime, get all you on the 
front line.’ 

It is rap with a conscience, 
and the progressive ideas of a 
mind concerned with 
consequence, living in the 
future as well as the now.

‘Kins’ the master of all trades 


Addicks' coach still earns 
fans’ special affection

AFTER joining Charlton from 
Colchester United in 
September, 1996, following a 
tortuous transfer saga 
involving bitter rivals 
Gillingham, Irish midfield 
dynamo Mark Kinsella packed 
in 226 games (plus 11 substitute 
appearances) before bowing 
out in a 2-2 draw with 
Sunderland on April 27, 2002. 

The statistics show that the 
sturdy (5ft 9ins, list 81bs) Dubliner’s 
Valley career was relatively short 
but also undeniably sweet. 

Under his galvanic captaincy, the 
Addicks were twice promoted to 
the Premiership, made a winning 
contribution in May, 1998, to one of 
the best games ever played at 
Wembley (“that play-off final 
against Sunderland was probably 
the highlight of my playing days 
although the 4-2 win at Highbury 
ran it close”) and won the First 
Division championship in a 
history-making 1999-2000 season, 
during which they established a 
club record of 12 consecutive 
league victories. 

Bom in Glasnevin, Dublin, on 
August 12, 1972, Mark Anthony 
James Kinsella began his sporting 
life in junior hurling as a centre 
midfielder with Whitehall 
Colmcilles. “You learned how to 
take care of yourself on a hurling 
pitch,” recalls the deceptively tough 
competitor. 

Part of a Gaelic-sports playing 
family (his dad played senior 
hurling for Dublin), he took 
naturally to soccer and joined 
legendary Home Farm FC as a 


nine-year old. Unproductive trials 
with Manchester United and Spurs 
persuaded him to lower his sights 
to Colchester, where he signed full- 
time professional forms on August 
18, 1989. 

A roller-coaster stint with the U’s 
included relegation from the 
Football League into the 
Conference in 1989-90, ever- 
presence in the side which won 

Kinsella 
was one of

back its League status as 1991-92 
Conference champions and an FA 
Trophy winners medal. While at 
Layer Road, Kinsella represented 
Ireland at every level from U-15 to U- 
21 and clearly needed a bigger stage 
on which to parade his burgeoning 
talents. 

It was at Charlton that “Kins” 
came imperiously into his own. 
Signed for a bargain-basement 
fee of £150,000 and shrewdly 
appointed skipper by Alan 
Curbishley, he made his debut 
against Oldham Athletic on 
September 28, 1996, claimed the 
first of 23 goals against Oxford 
United two months later, then 
racked up 38 league and Cup 
appearances in an otherwise 
inauspicious season. He was an 
instant hit with fans who twice 


voted him their Player of the 
Year and still regard him with 
special affection. 

The momentous 1997-98 
campaign saw Charlton led by 
their ever-present captain 
through the Division One Play- 
off semi-finals via two 1-0 
victories over Ipswich, then on 
to Wembley where Sunderland 
were vanquished on penalties, 
one of them nervelessly 
converted by the skipper. 

An instant reality check was 
provided by relegation in their first 


Premiership experience but that 
was put right immediately when a 
second promotion and the First 
Division title were secured in a 1-1 
draw at Blackburn on Easter 
Monday, 2000. The Addicks were 
back for seven eventful years. 

Officially a central midfielder, 
Kinsella was one of those priceless 
players trusted implicitly by his 
manager to “do the right thing” by 
their team in any situation. 
Charlton supporters were rarely 
surprised when he followed up an 
all-or-nothing tackle in the left 


back position with a powerfully 
accurate effort on goal from 
outside the opposition’s penalty 
area moments later. 

His all-purpose ability was 
rewarded by 48 Irish caps (three 
goals), including four games in 
the 2002 World Cup, where Roy 
Keane’s self-indulgent walkout 
cleared the way for a player who 
would probably have walked 
over burning coals for the 
opportunity. “Roy did what he 
thought was right, I suppose, 
but it cleared the way for me to 
play for my country in the 
World Cup. That’s a priceless 
memory. And we only went out 
on penalties to Spain.” 

Memorable long-range strikes at 
Bolton (1997) and Man Utd (1998) 
were punished by 4-1 thumpings , 
but a searing Cup equaliser past 
Shaka Hislop more or less 
persuaded a lachrymose Kevin 
Keegan to quit Newcastle United in 
January 1997. 

Knee injuries restricted 
Kinsella’s appearances near the 
end of his Charlton career but 
the club realised a handsome 
profit on their initially modest 
investment when astutely 
selling him for more than 
£1,000,000 to Aston Villa in 
August, 2002. 

Spells at WBA and Walsall, where 
a spell as caretaker player/manager 
brought him a belated Division 
Two championship medal, brought 
to an end an eventful playing career. 

He returned to where he belongs 
at The Valley in December, 2006, 
and is now an integral part of the 
management team under Phil 
Parkinson, which is inspiring the 
Addicks to set the pace in League 
One. 

The estimable Mark Kinsella 
could defend, attack, pass long or 
short, shoot fiercely and lead men. 
He was a Jack of all Trades. It’s safe 
to say he mastered them all.

Former boss

IT’S safe to say that Alan 
Pardew got under local skins 
when he returned to The Valley 
with Southampton on Saturday. 

Short of turning up in a top hat 
and cape, while twirling an 
enormous false moustache, it’s 
hard to see how he could have 
been more satisfyingly 
villainous. His popularity 
among Charlton fans knows all 
bounds. 

Pardew’s disastrous spell as 
the Addicks manager still 
rankles with supporters 
convinced that his heart was 
never in the job and just as sure 
that he regarded it as little more 
than an inconvenient detour on 
his journey to greater glory 
elsewhere.
